Owix to the extended and liberal encouragement experienced by the 
Author, in his publication of the coloured Engravings of HeaTas, now 
far advanced; and being willing to avail himſelf of the moment in which 
every branch of the Science of BoTaxr is moſt particularly patronized; 
he has undertaken this work, with the hopes (if its merits ſhall deſerve it,) 
his endeavours, in this his ſecond eflay, may meet with ſimilar ſucceſs. 

The Drawings from which the Engravings will be made, ſhall all be 
taken from living ſpecimens, by the Author; and the diſſection made 
whilſt the flower is freſh, that the true characters, of the parts of fructi- 
fication, may be the better aſcertained, 

On each Plate will be given the Diſſections as taken in the drawings, 
numbered in reference to the Letter-preſs; the whale coloured to imitate 
drawings, as near as ſuch a work will admit. 

The appropriate Characters of every plant will be in Latin and Eng- 
liſh; the detail in Engliſh only. As the ſexual ſyſtem of Linnæus is the 
only one that will be conſidered in this work, the greateſt regard will 
be had not to deviate from his principles, or arrangements, as to Claſs, 
Order, Generic or Specific Characters. All matter neceflary to illuſtrate 
the ſubject, ſuch as name, native place of growth, time of flowering, 
and culture, will be added. 

The Letter-preſs will be printed by T. BENSLET, on a fine wove 
Paper, Quarto fize, to correſpond with the Engravings, of which each 
Number will contain Three; the price Two Shillings and Sixpence. 
When a ſufficient number ſhall be publiſhed to form the Firſt Volume, 
an engraved Title-page, &c. will be given gratis, to complete them for 
binding. 

In entering upon a Work, which is deſigned chiefly to conſiſt of thoſe 
Plants which have been the lateſt introduced to this kingdom; it has 
been thought fit, in giving a ſpecimen of it in the firſt Number, to figure 
an old, but very rare, Alpine, which from its ſcarcity (to moſt cultiva- 
tors) muſt at leaſt be a new face, although the name may be familiar to 
many; that in the continuation, when a plant of equal rarity and beauty 


ſhall preſent itſelf, the purchaſers may not think it a deviation from the 
original plan. | 
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Tux utility of this undertaking at a criſis, when the taſte fox Botanical purſuits ſo univerſally prevails, 


will, it is preſumed, be readily admitted by all thoſe engaged in them, whether as theoriſts, collectors, 
or cultivators. Such a work, under the immediate direction of ſome principal leader in the ſcience, 
of this country, has been a deſideratum of long expectance; but either from the great expence ne- 
ceſſarily incurred, before any adequate return could be made, or from the trouble attendant on publi- 
cations, where colouring forms ſo conſiderable a part, as yet, every ſimilar attempt has proved abortive. 
The Bot. Mag. of Mr. Curtis, a work of ſingular merit in its way, has occaſionally furniſhed, it is 
true, a few ſpecimens of new plants; but the greateſt part, as its title- page indicates, conſiſts of thoſe 
well known, common plants, long cultivated in our gardens; the direct reverſe of the propoſals and 
intentions of the author, in the proſecution of this. From a with to prevent confuſion, it was a 
determined principle at the outſet of the work, not to give any generic or ſpecific ſynonims; but to 
follow the moſt generally accepted names, of known and named plants, without a cavil, of -our beſt 
Engliſh botaniſts, or cultivators, if no flagrant error was perceptible, according to the Linnæan ſyſ- 
tem: being ſatisfied, nothing contributed ſo much to repreſs: the ardour of young botaniſts as the 
difficulty of affixing the right name to thoſe plants, which, (from a captious defire in every publiſher, 
to foiſt in ſomething of his own coinage, upon the moſt trifling ſuppoſed difference,) have undergone 
ſeveral changes of title. If the plant was a certain novelty, with us, to have followed the ſexual 
ſyſtem, without a ſchiſm; upon that truly grand and comprehenfive ſcale of nature; when the 
formation of a new genus was neceflary; if not, to refer it to ſome one already made, if ſuch was 
to be found, in any orthodox author: the ſpecific name to be formed from ſome oppoſed, leading 
feature, in the habits of the different ſpecies of the genus. But although ſuch were the Author's 
intentions, when he entered on this buſineſs, yet, from a wiſh to oblige many of the ſupporters of 
the work, who have ſignified a wiſh that ſynonims ſhould be given, an alphabetical Index, with 


all the various Synonims collated from the beſt authorities, ſhall be printed ſeparate for the uſe of 
thoſe who may wiſh for ſuch an addition. 


As a fair excuſe for the Author, (who throws himſelf upon the candour of the Public,) in exte- 
nuation of the inaccuracies which have, and will neceſſarily occur in the proſecution of the work, 
it is juſt to ſay, that the difficulties to be encountered, and of which none but thoſe engaged in 
fimilar concerns can form any adequate idea, are incalculable; arifing chiefly from the nature of a 
monthly publication, compoſed entirely of novelty, which cannot be anticipated, and of courſe, ſo 
very little time can be allotted for reviſal or correction. To remedy as far as poſſible ſuch flips, a lik 
of Errate will be given, with the Index, at the cloſe of each volume.

Tuis beautiful little herbaceous plant, a native of the Germanic Alps, was known to, and deſcribed 
by all the elder, as well as modern botanical theoriſts; yet till this time, has there not been one good 
repreſentation of it. Having been nearly loſt to us for a number of years, it may be conſidered as 
deſerving a place amongſt thoſe plants we deem rare; as a ſpecimen of ſuch it has been given. It 
delights much in ſhade; is perfectly hardy; thrives beſt in a light but pure ſoil; as dung, or other 
mixtures, are apt to rot the roots when in a ſtate of ination; flowering in May and June, and 


producing ſeeds. But the ſureſt mode of propagation is by the root, which may be divided with 
ſucceſs about September.

Taz Springalia, muſt certainly rank among the moſt beautiful of the various new genera which 
have been introduced from New Holland; the delicacy, brilliancy, and number, of its bloſſoms 
render it particularly attractive, whilſt their extreme permanency adds greatly to its merits; the 
flower being of ſuch fingular durability, as to retain nearly the ſame appearance when the ſeeds are 
perfected, as at their firſt opening. The figure before us, was taken from a plant in the nurſery 
garden of Meflrs. Lee and Kennedy, Hammerſmith, who raiſed it from ſeeds about three years fince, 
and where it has flowered theſe two ſucceffive years. The Botany-bay plants, (as they are generally 
called) are beſt preſerved in the greenhouſe; but although this is ſufficiently hardy for ſuch treat- 
ment, yet its ſituation muſt be dry, being very ſuſceptible of damps, flouriſhing beſt in ſandy peat 
earth; continues flowering through the whole ſummer; and propagates eaſily by cuttings. The 
characters, and habit of this genus, like almoſt all the plants from New Holland, being perfectly new, 
there was a neceſſity to form a freſh generic name for it; which has been done by the deſervedly 
eminent Dr. J. E. Smith, botanical profeſſor, and preſident of the Linnæan Society.

PRO PESssOR Jacquin of Vienna, having figured the Neottia in the third volume of his Collectanea, 
with juſtice has determined it a new genus, and given it the name it here bears; the whole habit of 


the plant being entirely diſſimilar to any old genera. It certainly muſt be placed ſomewhere near 


Limodorum, or Epidendron, from either of which, however, it ſtands perfectly diſtinct. This is the 
only ſpecies yet in England, and was introduced from the iſland of Jamaica, about the year 1793, by 
the Hon. Mrs. Barrington. The drawing from which the preſent figure is taken, was made (by 
her kind permiſſion) from a plant in the extenfive collection of the Hon. Lady Archer, Ham-common. 
Like all plants from that iſland, it requires the heat of a pine-ſtove, and rich earth, to make it 
flouriſh; is increaſed by the root, and flowers in the early part of the year,

ALTHOUGH this ſhrub has been deſcribed, and is well known to botaniſts, it has not, till within theſe 
very few years, been ſeen in Great Britain. It is a perfectly hardy plant, being a native of the coaſt 
of the Black and Caſpian ſeas, and parts adjacent; from whence it has been conveyed to Peterſburg 
by Dr. P. Pallas, and figured by him in his Flora Ruſſica. Mr. Buſh was the perſon who brought it 
to England, on his return from Ruſſia. The flowers begin to appear in the month of March, con- 
tinuing through April and May. As yet (from its ſcarcity) the beſt method of cultivating it can 
ſcarcely be known; but it ſeems to like a ſheltered ſituation, and light ſoil, like moſt of the genus; 
and has been increaſed by layers. The drawing was made from a plant, at the nurſery of Meſſrs. Lee

Tuis ſpecies of Gladiolus, (as are moſt of the genus) is a native of the Cape of Good Hope, about 
Table Mountain; where the roots of Ixia, Antholyza, Gladiolus, &c. form a chief part of the food of 
the inhabiting monkies. It came to England amongſt many other roots and ſeeds of beautiful and 
rare plants, collected by J. Pringle, Eſq. of the iſland of Madeira, when on an excurſion at the Cape; 

and ſent by him to Meflrs. Lee and Kennedy, of Hammerſmith. Like moſt bulbs, it has its period of 
reſt; during which, it ſhould be kept without moiſture, but whilſt growing, requires abundance; 
flowering about June, or July, and producing good ſeeds. It ſhould be treated as a greenhouſe plant, 
and planted in light ſandy earth. Like the Crocus, the old root periſhing, a number of freſh ones 

are produced, which may, (if thought neceſſary) be kept out of the ground two or three months.

Lee and Kennedy, of 
Hammerſmith; at whoſe nurſery the drawing of this moſt charming plant was made: though a 9 
native of ſo cold a clime, it ſeems with difficulty to endure the ſeverity of ours; thriving beſt in a pot, i 
under any light ſhelter, or a very dry ſituation if planted out: it is increaſed by the root, which 
ſhould be parted in March; and flowers in June, and July.

Tris ſpecies of Gladiolus, although ſo ſcarce with us, is certainly one of the moſt common found 
near Cape Town; and, notwithſtanding its extreme beauty, has been overlooked by moſt collectors; 
who, from its great frequency, have generally conſidered it as forming, undoubtedly, part of every 
collection of exotics. It is of an extreme delicate nature, and overmuch wet eafily deſtroys it; dif- 
fering from moſt Cape bulbs, in requiring a light loamy earth, and the aſſiſtance of a dry ſtove, to 
make it flower well; which it will do by ſuch aid, about May, or June; ſeldom producing ſeeds, and 
propagating but ſlowly by the root. From the fugitive character of this plant, it is difficult to aſcertain 
the firſt cultivator; for although it does not appear amongſt the Gladiolus in the Hortus Kewenſis, it 
muſt undoubtedly have come into that immenſe collection at different periods, but never flowered; 
which is the reaſon we do not find it there deſcribed, which has been done by Linnæus, in his Species 
Plantarum, under the name it here bears; as well as by Plukenet, in his Phyto-graphia, and others 
under various ſynonims.

Tais plant has been conſidered by Burmann, Hermann, and other Cape botaniſts, as an Anemone, 
to which genus it certainly may as eafily be referred as Atragene: but as it has been clearly de- 
ſcribed by Linnæus, under that genus, we have not hardineſs enough to diſpute his authority. It is

Taz Arifſtea is a native of the Cape of Good Hope, and has been deſcribed under various ſynonyms 
by Plukenett as a Gramen, by Petiver as Bermudiana Capenſis, and by Van Royen, Burmann, and 
Linnzus, as an Ixia. But although differing from Linnæus is againſt the fixed intention of this 
undertaking, where there is a poſſibility of avoiding it; yet in this inſtance of alteration he muſt 
have acquieſced, having undoubtedly never ſeen the plant himſelf. The bloſſom, ſeed-veſſel, ſeeds, 
habit, root, and growth, of the plant, ſo totally differ from the character of Ixia, &c. that we have 
not heſitated, in accepting the name given it in the Hortus Kewenſis; where, it is ſaid to have been 
introduced, to that collection, by Mr. F. Maſſon in 1774; though no ſpecific deſcription is given of 
it; from which we may conjecture, it never flowered there. The figure here given, was taken from 
a plant which flowered at Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy's, in 1797. The Ariſtea being rather a delicate 
plant, requires an airy, warm fituation in the greenhouſe, flowering readily about the month of July, 


or Auguſt; requiring to be kept in a ſmall pot, the ſoil a light loam, It propagates by ſeeds, and 
ſlips.

Tais moſt beautiful ſpecies of Gladiolus, is but of very recent date in England; in the year 1795 it 
was ſeen firſt to blow here, in the collection of J. Ord, Eſq. Purſer's-croſs, Fulham; but has fince, re- 
peatedly, at the nurſery, Hammerſmith,” from whence this figure was taken. Profeſſor Jacquin has 
figured this plant, in his laſt Faſciculus ; but, undoubtedly, from a dried ſpecimen, as his figure gives 
noſidea of the brilliancy of this delightful plant.

Or all the ſpecies of this numerous tribe, introduced to us, from the Cape of Good Hope, this ſtands 

fingularly pre-eminent; whether for delicacy of foliage, or beauty of flower, of which, the moſt 

finiſhed drawing would convey but a faint idea. The figure before us, was taken from a plant in the 

valuable collection of G. Hibbert, Eſq. Clapham; from whom we underſtand, that it was ſent in 1794 

to the Royal Gardens at Kew, by Mr. F. Maſſon. To keep this plant in a flouriſhing condition, it 

ſhould be kept in a window of the ſtove, in winter, as the heat of a greenhouſe is ſcarce ſufficient at 

that ſeaſon. It flowers in July, or Auguſt, and requires the ſoil generally uſed for Geraniums, a mix- 

ture of rotten dung, and loam; being eaſily propagated by cuttings. 

To diſſent from moſt of the late publications on the ſcience of Botany, may ſeem preſuming ; yet, 
when it ſhall be conſidered, that we take Linnæus for our ſole guide, where that great maſter has 
inconteſtibly fixed. a Generic character, to a tribe of plants, which undoubtedly, came clearly under 
his inſpection; from his dictates, - ours muſt emanate, although his authority may be queſtioned by 
others. If any good reaſons had been found, to diſunite a Genus, which nature has ſo palpably diſtin- 


guiſhed throughout all its numerous ſpecies; he certainly, who had minutely examined ſo many, 


would not in his factitious Syſtem have allied them; though nature had apparently ſo done. We 
muſt therefore, after him, think no Generic diviſion neceſſary. For the ſake of correctneſs, where a 
Genus is ſo extended in its ſpecies as Geranium, Erica, &c. are; the conformity of particular parts, 
may form a ſecondary arrangement, as we find it conſtantly in Linnæus; the Heaths, from the ſhape 
of their tips, the Geraniums, from the number of fertile Chives; which a French Botaniſt of the name 
of L'Heritier, has thought of ſufficient moment to create two new Genera on, Erodium and Pelargo- 
nium, retaining the old name Geranium for thoſe only, with ten perfect Chives. Monſ. L'Heritier and 
his followers muſt, therefore, forgive us for ranking one of his Pelargoniums under the old ſtandard.

Or all plants, none furniſh a more agreeable ſpeculation to the Botaniſt, than thoſe of this claſs; the 
fingular conſtruction of the whole flower, leads the obſerver to form analogous compariſons from it to 
animal life: particularly amongſt the Orchis, and Ophris, of our own country; where bees, flies, liz- 
zards, and butterflies are accurately ſhaped in the honey-cup. The Genus Epidendrum, takes its Ge- 
neric title from its place of growth, being what Botaniſts term paraſitical, that is, growing on an- 
other plant; which is the caſe, with moſt of the ſpecies of this Genus: yet is cultivated here with 
ſucceſs, by planting it in a mixture of rotten wood, and loam. A plant, from which this figure was 
taken, was a preſent to Meſſrs.

No genus exhibits greater diverſity, either in the figure, or colour of the bloſſoms, of its various ſpe- 
cies than Ixia; the extreme delicacy of their colours, rendering it abfolutely neceſſary to protect them 
both from wind and rain; even watering them over their heads (as is uſual with greenhouſe plants), 
at once deſtroys their brilliancy. The bulbs of this ſpecies were gathered at the Cape, by J. Pringle, 
Eſq. from whom they were ſent to Meſſrs Lee and Kennedy in 1795, at whoſe nurſery they flowered 
the enſuing ſpring, when this figure was taken. No particular treatment is neceſſary for this plant, 


other than what is given to Cape bulbs in general, viz, an airy fituation, and light ſoil, Is propa-

Owixs to the difficulty in propagating and preſerving ſome plants, although frequently introduced 

to us, and well known; yet are they more ſcarce to be found, in our beſt collections, than plants of 

ſeemingly more difficult acquiſition. This ſpecies of Anthyllis has been mentioned under various 

ſynonyms by moſt botanical authors from Cluſius downwards. Mr. T. Johnſon, in his edition of 

Gerard of 1633, has given a deſcription of this plant from Cluſius, and a cut; both of which are 

excellent (conſidering the then infant ſtate of the art of engraving), under the title of Geniſta 

ſpinoſa humilis; Dwarf Furze. It is termed Erinacea by Cluſius (ſays he), from the Spaniſh name 

of the hedge-hog, Erizo, of which country it is a native, in the kingdom of Valencia: from which 

we might infer, that, like other plants of that country, it would live through our winters; which is 

not the caſe. It muſt be kept as a greenhouſe plant, and watered but ſparingly. The ſoil it prefers 

is a light loam; is propagated by cuttings, and flowers in April, or May.

AMERICA has furniſhed our gardens with an extenſive variety of beautiful ſhrubs; amongſt them, the 
Azaleas hold a diſtinguiſhed place; ſome for the beauty, others for the fragrance, of their bloſſoms : 
the preſent ſpecies far ſurpaſſes all of them for both. It is a native of the coaſt of the Black Sea, or 
Pontus Euxinus, through the whole of its extent, on the Afiatic fide, from the city of Trebiſonde; 
from whence its trivial name. That a plant of ſuch extreme beauty, and ſweetneſs, ſhould ſo long 
have been a ſtranger to our European gardens, though known to, and deſcribed by, ſo many botanical 
travellers, muſt ſeem matter of wonder; but ſtill it is an unconteſted fact. Monſ. Tournefort, in his 
Voyage to the Levant, has given an ample deſcription of it, under the title of Chamærhododendros 
Pontica maxima, meſpili folio, flore luteo; where he ſays, it grows to the height of ſeven or eight 
feet, and that the flowers are of a moſt exquiſite flavour. Dr. P. Pallas, in his Flora Roſſica, has like- 
wiſe figured, and deſcribed it, under the name it here bears; but apparently his drawing was made 
from a dried ſpecimen, as the brilliancy of the flower is by no means preſerved; but it is to him we 
are indebted for this fine plant. In his voyage to the Crimea and countries adjacent, in 1792, he 
procured the ſeeds of this, amongſt many other valuable and rare plants; parcels of moſt of which 
were ſent by him to Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy, Hammerſmith; by whom plants were raiſed of it, and 
many other ſorts, the next year. It is a deciduous ſhrub, extremely hardy, and blows early in the 


ſpring; is propagated, like other Azaleas, by layers and ſeeds; grows beſt in peat earth, with a ſmall 
portion of loam, |

Or all the varied genera of plants which decorate that mine of botanical riches, the Cape of Good 
Hope, and the adjacent country, no one ſtands more conſpicuous than Protea. Few travellers who 
have not noticed the ſingularity and beauty of their foliage; indeed they are of ſuch extreme bril- 
liancy, that no one, however indifferent to botanical reſearches, can paſs them unobſerved; foreſts of 
them being ſo numerous, the Protea Argentea, or Silver Tree, produces almoſt the only wood of the 
country; growing to the height of thirty or forty feet. But although the leaves of this numerous 
tribe are moſtly beautiful, many of their bloſſoms are but trifling, except in the eye of the botaniſt: 
the Protea Formoſa, however, is one amongſt many which ſtand as powerful exceptions: the great 
beauty of this charming plant has induced us to adopt the trivial name it here bears. It has been 
introduced to the Royal Gardens at Kew by Mr. F. Maſſon, botanical colle&or to his preſent Majeſty; 
from whoſe liberal patronage the ſcience of Botany has of late been brought into ſuch general eſti- 
mation. This ſpecies, from the downy character of the whole plant, is apt to damp, if not kept in an 
airy ſituation in winter; though the warmth of a common greenhouſe is quite ſufficient for its pro- 
tection. It is with difficulty propagated by cuttings; and has not hitherto perfeRed its ſeeds in this 
kingdom. Our drawing was made from a plant which flowered in the nurſery of Meflrs. Lee and 
Kennedy, in the year 1796, about the month of Auguſt,

Tux Correa is a native of Port Jackſon, in New Holland, and commonly termed a Botany-bay plant : 
it was firſt raiſed in the year 1793, from ſeeds which were given by Sir Joſeph Banks, Bart. to J. Vere, 
Eſq. of Kenſington- gore, and from a plant in whoſe collection our figure was taken. It receives its 
generic title from Mr. Joſeph Correa de Serra, a native of Portugal; a gentleman of very diſtinguiſhed 
talents as a man of ſcience in general, and botany in particular. Of this genus there are as yet but 
few ſpecies diſcovered; the Alba grows to a ſhrub of the height of four or five feet, woody and tough; 
both ſtem and leaves are covered with a thick flannelly ſubſtance, particularly the under fide of the 
leaves, which gives the whole plant a whitiſh appearance. It continues to flower through the months 
of April, May, and June; may be propagated eafily by cuttings, ſhould be kept as a hardy greenhouſe 


plant, and thrives beſt in peat earth. -—«

Tur colour bears the character given it by Sir Iſaac Newton, our preſent ſubject (as did the priſm) 
adds another proof. The Gladiolus verſicolor might, like the camelion, equally be a ſubject of con- 
tention, to thoſe who have ſeen its bloſſom at different periods of the ſame day; for, ſtrange to tell! 
it is brown in the morning, and continues to change from that colour till it becomes light blue by 
night. During the night it regains its priſtine colour; and this change is effected diurnally, whilſt 
the flower is in its vigour; but upon the decay, the change is leſs powerful, gradually fixing in a 
dark brown; which, however, does not take place in leſs than nine or ten days. This is the only 
flower, we have ever noticed, to regain the colour that has once forſook it. A drawing was began 
about ten o'clock in the morning, but before it was finiſhed the plant was ſo totally altered in colour 
that there was an abſolute neceſſity for taking a ſecond day to complete it. The bulbs of this plant 
were ſent from the Cape of Good Hope by J. Pringle, Eſq. of Madeira, in 1794, amongſt many others, 
to Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy, of Hammerſmith, where the drawing was made. It flowers about the 
month of June; is increaſed by the root or feed; and thrives beſt in peat earth.

Tux Echium Grandiflorum is a native of the Cape of Good Hope, was ſent from thence by Mr. F. 
Maſſon to the Royal Gardens at Kew, about the year 1791. The ſuperior beauty of this ſpecies to 
the reſt of its congenors makes it conſidered as a valuable greenhouſe plant, although its intrinſic 
merit is ſufficient to enſure it that character; the rich green of its foliage, contraſted to the colour of 
the bloſſoms, gives to each a ſingular brilliancy. It is rather a tender greenhouſe plant, grows about 
two feet high, and becomes naked at the lower part of the ſtem; is with difficulty propagated by 
cuttings, ſeldom perfecting its ſeeds; thrives beſt in rich earth, and flowers in April and May. The 
drawing was made from a plant in the collection of the Marquis of Blandford, Bill-hill, Berks.

ſala in habit; but as the Sexual Syſtem is the baſis of our theory, we cannot admit it under that or any 
other yet deſcribed genus; we have therefore named it after James Vere, Eſq. long and well known for 
his extended and liberal patronage to the profeſſors and cultivators of the ſcience; in whoſe beautiful 
and ſelect collection at Kenſington Gore, the preſent ſpecies, has for the firſt time, flowered in this 
kingdom. Mr. Anderſon the gardener informs us, that this plant is a native of Sierra Leone; from 
whence it was ſent to England, by Profeſſor Eld. Elfzelius, in the year 1793; that he has treated it as 
a tender hot-houſe plant, keeping it conſtantly in the tan bed, by which means he has made it flower; 
but from every appearance of the plant, we ſhould be led to think the common treatment of hot-houſe 
Succulents would anſwer for this. It is eafily propagated by cuttings; grows to the height of three 


or four feet, having when in flower the appearance of a middle fized ſhrub; blows in the winter 
months, and thrives beſt in rich mould.

Tux Goodenias are all natives of New Holland, and received their generic name of Dr. J. E. Smith, 

Preſident of the Linnæan Society; in honour of the Rev. Dr. Goodenough, whole valuable diſſertation 
on the Britiſh ſpecies of Carex, does him the higheſt honour, as a botaniſt, The ſpecies of this genus 
(as yet diſcovered) are ten, from which we may infer that they are numerous; thoſe only yet intro- 
duced to Britain are, the lævigata, ovata, and the preſent ſpecies; the others are deſcribed by the 
Prefident, in the ſecond volume of the Linnæan Tranſactions. This plant, though not to be ranked 
amongſt the handſomeſt productions of that country, ſo replete with novelty, is yet poſſeſſed of ſuffi- 
cient merit to give it a place in our collections of greenhouſe plants, flowering about the month of 
Auguſt; delighting moſt in an airy ſituation, and light ſoil. It is eaſily propagated by cuttings. Our 
figure was taken from a plant which flowered at the Hammerſmith nurſery, in 1797; where it had 
been raiſed from ſeeds, communicated by Colonel Paterſon, then commanding at Port Jackſon; to 
whoſe aſſiduous labours in collecting ſeeds, &c. the cabinets and collections of our natural hiſtorians 
are ſo very much indebted.

Tuis fine ſpecies of Ixia, a native of the Cape of Good Hope, was introduced to our collections about 
the year 1795, by Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy, nurſerymen; they having raiſed it from ſeeds received 
by them, from the Royal Gardens at Vienna; is certainly amongſt the tendereſt of its tribe: the root, 
being extremely ſubje& to injury by wet, it ſhould be dried as ſoon as it has done flowering. It is 
one of the earlieſt Ixias in bloom, being in high perfection about the middle of April; is increaſed 
but ſlowly by the root, thriving beſt in very ſandy peat, or ſand only. The figure here given was

In the Sert. Anglic. of Monſ. L Heritier, this ſpecies of Cineraria has been deſcribed and figured 
under the ſpecific character of Cruenta, from the botanic garden at Kew; where, according to the 
catalogue, it was firſt introduced by Mr. F. Maſſon, from the Canary Iſlands, about 1777; and by 
which ſpecific it has hitherto been titled: but from what appearance or part of the plant, he could 
denominate it bloody, will not be eaſy to determine; from our idea of colour, he might as well have 
named it blue. Finding, therefore, a ſpecific character certainly more fixed in the leaf, we have taken 
the liberty of altering Cruenta to Aurita; though that would not have been done, (as nothing is. more 
contrary to our ſentiments, than altering any publiſhed name) if there had been any glimpſe of 
affinity to the plant in that title. This is unqueſtionably the handſomeſt ſpecies of Cineraria yet 
known, growing to the height of near three feet if encouraged. The ſpecimen from which this figure 
was taken, and which was ſent laſt March to the author, by Mr. James Colville, King's road, Chel-

Tuovon it may be conſidered by ſome, as deviating from the botanical rule we preſcribed to ourſelves, 
at the outſet of this work, not to figure any flower, but what could be ſyſtematically aſcertained; 
double flowers, &c. having loſt thoſe conſtituent characters neceſſary to the Sexual Syſtem; yet hav- 
ing ſeen this moſt delightful plant in bloom laſt year, the temptation was too powerful to be refiſted, 

for giving a figure of it in the Botaniſt's Repofitory. This fine variety of the Camellia, was firſt im- 
ported from China about the year 1793, by Captain Connor of the Carnatic Eaſt- indiaman, for the 
gardens of the late I. Slater, Efq. a gentleman of moſt indefatigable ſpirit, for the introduction of new 
plants to this kingdom; indeed, it is to him we owe moſt of the plants received from China within 
theſe few years; he having procured a catalogue to be printed of all the deſcribed Chineſe plants in 
that language, with the deſcriptions tranſlated, and by various hands tranſmitted it to that country. 
The fineſt plants in this kingdom, of the double white Camellia, are now in the collection of Sir 
Joſeph Banks, Bart. P. R. S. This, like the others of this. genus, we may conſider of ſufficient hard- 
ineſs to reſiſt our winters ; being a native of the Japaneſe ifles, where, as well as in China, it was 
ſeen by Thunberg. As yet (from its ſcarcity) that cannot be aſcertained ; but from the eaſy method 
by which it is propagated by cuttings, we are in hopes it ſoon may. It is at preſent cultivated as a 
hot-houſe plant, where certainly it will be always ſeen in the greateſt perfection; the flowers being 


of ſo delicate and brilliant a white, their beauty is eaſily deſtroyed, even by watering. Flowers in 
1 the autumnal months, and thrives beſt in rich loam.

Taz Craſſula Odoratiſſima is a native of the Cape of Good Hope, was introduced to our gardens about 
the year 1794, but did not flower till 1796. The ſcent of this plant at night is ſo very powerful, 
that by many it may be deeined almoſt offenſive, though by others it is conſidered as moſt agreeable; 
the flavour is nearly affined to the tuberoſe. This is not a very ſhewy plant, growing about a foot 
high, and flowers from March, till May or June. It is moſt eaſily propagated by cuttings, lives in 
the common greenhouſe with very little care, and in almoſt any ſort of earth. This figure was taken 
at Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy's, nurſerymen, Hammerſmith, where the plant was firſt raiſed.

Tuis moſt deſirable Gladiolus, is not a perfect novelty in the greenhouſe; although extremely ſcarce, 
it has been introduced to us conſtantly from the Cape of Good Hope, but from its great delicacy has 
been repeatedly loſt. The plants now in England, have been imported from Holland, from the col- 
lection of Meflrs. Voorhelm and Co. who about the year 1793, purchaſed the largeſt collection ever 
formed at the Cape, from a Frenchman who had been many years refident there. 'The Gladiolus 
ringens about mid-day has the flavour of violets ſo powerfully, that a ſingle plant is ſufficient to ſcent 
a whole greenhouſe. It is with difficulty preſerved from rotting at the root; therefore ſhould be 
grown in very ſandy peat, and ſhould be expoſed to dry as ſoon as the flower is gone. Is propagated 


by the root, or by ſeed, which may be procured by great care not to over-water the bulb after flower-

Tunis truly elegant ſpecies of Geranium was introduced to us from the Cape of Good Hope, in the 
year 1795; being raiſed from ſeeds, received from thence, by Meflrs. Lee and Kennedy, in whoſe 
collection it flowered for the firſt time this year, about the latter end of May, and from which ſpeci- 
men this figure was taken. Tt is one of thoſe that have in general ſeven fertile tips, and, therefore, 
muſt be placed under Mr. L'Heritier's genus Pelargonium, by thoſe who follow his new arrangement, 
It is a hardy plant, and requires only a common greenhouſe for its protection, where it will teed; 
which ſeems to be the readieſt mode of propagating it, as it produces but very few branches; thriving

Taz ſingularity of colour exhibited in this very fine ſpecies of Ixia, the extraordinary length of the 
ſpikes, the flowers of which are moſtly all expanded at the ſame time; and which grow ſometimes 
to the length of a foot, or more; will certainly entitle it to a place in every collection of exotics.

Nouxnous are the difficulties which occur in arranging plants according to any yet invented ſyſtem; 
and although the ſexual fails in the feweſt inſtances, yet that is ſometimes the caſe. The plant before 
us, although in habit, fruit, &c. ſeemingly perfectly allied to Vaccinium, and, from which characters, 
it has been placed under that genus, yet we doubt whether if Linnæus had examined the flower him- 
ſelf, (as he has accepted it under the name it here bears, and we have no doubt of its being the plant 
intended;) he would not have claſſed it in Octandria; for certainly it has in every inſtance ten chives, 
with the border of the bloſſom of five ſegments; the threads attached to the bloſſom. But, as it is 
the profeſſed intention of this work as little as poſſible to confuſe, by the introduction of new names 
for plants already known by eſtabliſhed, and generally accepted ones; though erroneous from incor- 
rectneſs, or otherwiſe, in the author who firſt publiſhed them; we ſhall attempt an alteration but 
rarely, and that cautiouſly, or for very glaring reaſons; being thoroughly convinced of the difficulty 
of retaining only one name for each plant. The Vaccinium Arctoſtaphyllus is a native of the iſland 
of Madeira, where it grows to a conſiderable height: it has not been many years cultivated in our 
gardens; having been introduced to us firſt by Mr. F. Maſſon about the year 1786. The winters in 
common of this climate are too ſevere for it, therefore ſhould be protected, although it will ſurvive 
a mild one: it is beſt preſerved in a pot, and kept as a greenhouſe plant, where it is very ornamental; 
flowering about the months of July and Auguſt; thriving beſt in light mould, or peat; and is pro- 
pagated by cuttings, or the ſeed, which it produces in abundance.

Tax Borbonia cordata, with its various ſynonyms, may be found in the ſecond volume of Linnæus's 
Species Plantarum, page 994, from whence our ſpecific character is copied. This plant, as well as 
moſt of the genus, are ſubject to loſe their leaves from the lower part of the ſtem, which gives it 
rather a naked appearance when not in flower; but that is amply compenſated by the very handſome 
appearance of its magnificent bunch of yellow bloſſoms., It grows to the height of three or four feet, 
producing but few branches. This figure was taken from a plant ſent to the author, about the be- 
ginning of July, in full bloom, by Mr. Colville, nurſeryman, of the King's Road, Chelſea; who informs 
him that he raiſed it about the year 1795, from ſeeds which he had received from the Cape of Good 
Hope. The Borbonias are moſtly hardy greenhouſe plants, and delight in light earth; either peat, or 
very light dungy earth: . they are in general difficult to propagate by cuttings; the ſureſt method is 
by the ſeed, which they for the moſt part perfect in this climate.

ALTHOUGH this ſpecies of Antholyza is not new in our gardens, yet has it been ſeen in flower but by 
few, as it blows ſo ſeldom; though the roots are by far the largeſt of any of the genus. The bulb 
from which this figure was taken, had received a little aſſiſtance from heat early in the ſeaſon, and 
by that means was (apparently) brought into flower. It is a native of the Cape of Good Hope, has 
much the appearance of a common flag in the foliage, growing to the height of three feet, & more;

at which time a drawing was made from a plant then in bloom at the Hammerſmith nurſery.

Turn are few genera of plants more deſerving our notice than Dioſma; the fragrance of the leaves 
of moſt of the ſpecies, and the beauty of the flowers of others, has rendered them ſo common, (being 
eafily propagated by cuttings) that few collections but have a number of the different ſpecies. They 
are all very hardy greenhouſe plants, the preſent ſpecies excepted ; this, requiring a dry ſituation, and 
rather more warmth than the reſt. It was'ſent to the royal gardens at Kew, about the year 1791, by 
Mr. F. Maſſon, to whoſe induſtry botany ſtands ſo much indebted. Of all the Dioſmas this is the 


higheſt grower. aſpiring to three or four feet, or more, if encouraged; delights in peat earth, and 
flowers about the month of Auguſt.

Tus Chelone Ruellioides is a native of Chili, South America, and was introduced to the royal gardens 
at Kew in the year 1793, by Mr. Boutelow, the ſon of the gardener to the King of Spain, who was 
then in England purſuing his botanical ſtudies. It is (apparently) a hardy plant, and fit to endure 
the open borders, but, as yet, we have not had a ſufficient trial to aſcertain it; hitherto it has been 
treated as a greenhouſe plant. Being herbaceous, it is propagated by parting the roots, which ſhould 


be done in ſpring, about the month of March. The proper ſeaſon of its flowering cannot well be 


determined, as it has undergone ſuch various treatment. The plant from which this figure was made 
was in full bloom at the gardens of G. Hibbert, Eſq. Clapham, in the month of June 1797, where it 
was ſeen to flower, for the firſt time in this country. The ſoil it ſeems to thrive in moſt, is a compo- 
fition of loam, and rotten dung,

Tuis fingular ſpecies of Ixia, is one amongſt the many given by the Dowager Lady De Clifford to 
Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy Hammerſmith, in the year 1794; at which time, her ladyſhip had juſt 


received the bulbs in a preſent from the Cape. It is deſcribed by Thunberg, in his Diſſertatio de Ixia, 


publiſhed in 1783. The root of this plant is of a moſt curious ſhape, having the appearance of being 
the half, rather than the whole; it is very delicate, is eaſily deſtroyed by moiſture, therefore (except 
when in flower) ſhould be kept very dry; it propagates by the root, the old one generally producing 
two; flowering about the month of June, or July, but requires the warmth of a moderate hothouſe to 
expand its bloſſoms.

Ir is to the induſtrious reſearches of J. Fraſier, nurſeryman, of the King's Road, Chelſea, we are 
indebted for this charming ſpecies of Rhododendron, who introduced it in the year 1792 from the 
back ſettlements of Carolina, North America, where it is native. This ſpecies is by far the moſt 
delicate of any yet diſcovered on that continent; grows to the height of- three, or four feet, and of 
ſufficient hardineſs to reſiſt our winters in the open ground; a ſlight protection inſures its flowering, 
as our late froſts are apt to injure the buds, which are very often without that aſſiſtance deſtroyed. 
The beſt method of propagating this ſhrub is by layers, which ſhould be taken off in autumn, and 
protected the firſt winter. It flowers about the month of July, at which ſeaſon this year a drawing 
was made from a plant, in the nurſery of Lee and Kennedy, Hammerſmith. It (like moſt American 
plants) delights in ſandy peat. :

Tux Geranium fragile has in general ſeven fertile tips, and thus comes under Linnæus's firſt arrange- 
ment; and Monſ.

addition to our greenhouſe exotics; and is deſcribed and engraved by A. J. Cavanilles, in his firſt volume 
of Spaniſh plants. It ſeems to thrive beſt in rich, dungy earth, and is eaſily propagated by cuttings, 
or ſeeds; of which latter it produces abundance; but does not appear to be long lived. The plant 
from which this figure was taken, flowered (as we ſuppoſe for the firſt time in England) in the col- 
lection of B. Robertſon, Eſq. of Stockwell in Surry, and kindly communicated by him to the author.

Tux genus Lachenalia is certainly an infringement on Hyacinthus; the ſmall diſtinction on which this 
new genus is founded can, at moſt, be confidered but of ſufficient conſequence to form a ſpecific cha- 
racer; ſo thought Linnæus: the ſon of Profeſſor Jacquin has thought otherwiſe, having called it after 
a botaniſt of the name of De la Chenal; and under which it is now generally known; therefore we 
have not replaced it under its old title, though we have authority of ſuch weight to corroborate our 
opinion. The Lachenalias are natives of the Cape of Good Hope, yet are of fo hardy a nature as to 
require no farther protection than ſhelter from the ſevere froſts. Our ſpecies is the handſomeſt yet 
known, flowering about September; was, according to the Kew catalogue, introduced there by Mr. 
F. Maſſon in the year 1774. It was from a plant in the extenſive collection of G. Hibbert, Eſq. Clap- 
ham Common (to whoſe kind communications the author acknowledges himſelf much indebted), that 
this figure was taken, the latter end of September this year. No plant is more eaſy or certain to in- 


creaſe than this; the young offsets are produced in ſuch abundance from the old bulb, which delights 
in a light ſoil; but its flowering is not ſo certain.

Ta1s handſome Orchis is a native of North America, and is found in all the ſtates from Virginia as 


far north as Canada: it has been treated of by Ray, Moriſon, Gronovius, Royen, Linnzus, and others; 
but although ſo long known by name, it was not introduced to our gardens before the year 1796; 
having been ſent that year from Philadelphia by Mr. J. Lyons, from the gardens of J. Hamilton, Eſq. 
to Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy, Hammerſmith; at whoſe nurſery it flowered this year, in the month of 
July, when the drawing was made. It is a hardy herbaceous plant, thriving beſt in a ſhady border, 
and ſhould be planted in a mixture of loam and peat earth. The propagation of this plant, like moſt 
of the genus, is difficult, the ſeeds being too ſmall to be collected, and the root ſeldom producing more 
than one bud, |

Tuis ſpecies of Bignonia is well known in moſt collections of hothouſe plants, and was firſt introduced 
to the Chelſea gardens by Mr. P. Miller, the then gardener, in 1759, and may be found deſcribed in 
his Dictionary; but, notwithſtanding its frequency, few have ſeen its blofſoins. Owing to the naked 
appearance of the ſtem, and its growing to ſo conſiderable a height before it flowers, and that but 
rarely, has rendered it a plant but of little conſideration; though perhaps, from the great beauty of 
its bloſſoms, it deſerves more attention. Being a native of the Weſt Indies, it does not flouriſh without 
the aſſiſtance of tan heat; but will live in any ſituation of the hothouſe; thriving beſt in a mixture 
of loam and peat, and is readily propagated by cuttings. It was from a plant in the ſelect and valuable 
collection at Paddington, belonging to the Hon. Dowager Lady De Clifford (to whom the author, as well 
as all the cultivators and profeſſors of the ſcience, ſtand much indebted for the zeal and patronage 


which her ladyſhip has ſhewn, in her endeayours to promote it), that this figure was taken in July 
this preſent year 1798.

AmMoNnGsT this moſt extenfive genus no ſpecies ſtands more diſtinct than this. The extreme ſweetneſs 
and delicacy of its bloſſoms, which expand only by night, and cloſe in the morning, give it a decided 
ſuperiority over many of its congeners. Thunberg, who ſaw it at the Cape, has deſcribed it under 
the name it here bears; but till the year 1792 we had no knowledge of it, when it was firſt intro- 
duced by Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy, Hammerſmith, from the Cape of Good Hope; at whoſe nurſery 
it flowered the following year; where it continues to blow annually, and whence this figure was taken. 
It is rather a tender bulb, ſmall, and eafily rotted ; ſhould therefore be placed in the warmeſt part of 
the greenhouſe, and kept dry when out of flower; is rather difficult to increaſe, as each bulb ſeldom 
produces more than one offset, nor that always, and rarely ſeeds.

Tunis Iris is a native of the Cape of Good Hope, and was introduced to us from the collection of 
Meſſrs. Voorhelm and Schnevoght, of Haarlem in Holland, about the year 1792. The leaves of this 
delicate Iris grow ſometimes to the length of three feet, giving it a very fingular appearance: it 
ſhould be treated like the Cape Ixias, and protected from the weather, whilſt in bloom, as the flower 
is injured by the lighteſt wind, and the duration of each bloſſom is but a few hours; there is, however, 
a good ſucceſſion, which riſe diurnally from the ſame ſheath, ſeldom more than one at a time. This 
figure was taken in the month of June 1797, at the Hammerſmith nurſery. It has a ſingular mode 
of propagating itſelf; the old root dying, two young ones are formed aboye it, from whence the flower- 


. ſtem ariſes: ſeldom ripe ſeeds are produced.

Tais genus of plants perpetuates the name, as a botaniſt, (would it could likewiſe the mild, unaſſum- 
ing, and univerſally allowed amiableneſs of character) of Mr. Francis Maſſon, botanical collector to 
his Majeſty; now exploring the untrod regions of North America, to add to the extenſive collections 
of his royal and munificent Maſter, which ſtand ſo much indebted to his indefatigable induſtry for 
their preſent ſplendour. The Maſſonias are all rather tender, and require the ſame ſituation as 
Hæmanthus &c; that is, a dry ſtove; they are natives of the Cape of Good Hope, or, at leaſt, grow 
within that point of Africa generally ſo called, but at ſome diſtance from the Cape town, near a 
mountain (according to Thunberg) of the name of Bocklands Berg. The root of this ſpecies is very 
ſubject to rot when the leaves are decayed, if watered at that time; therefore, like the Ixias, ſhould 
be put afide, or taken out of the pot for two or three months, after flowering. It-is very difficult to 
propagate, as the ſeeds are ſeldom perfected, and rarely makes any offsets; flowering in September, 
about the beginning of which month this figure was taken, from a plant in the collection of G. 
Hibbert, Eſq. Clapham Common. It appears to thrive beſt in a mixture of peat and ſandy loam.

Taz honour of having introduced this ſupremely beautiful plant, pertains to, Thomas Evans Eſq. of 
Stepney; a gentleman to whoſe zeal for the introduction of new plants our ſtoves are of late much 
beholden; he having received it, amongſt many others, about the year 1792 from China, where, as 
well as in Cochin-China, Sumatra, Java, &c. it is very commonly found. Our figure was taken, in 
part, from a plant which flowered at James Vere's, Eſq. Kenſington Gore, laſt December, and partly, 
from one in bloſſom about the ſame time, at the Hon. Lady Archess, Ham Common. The Muſa 
Coccinea grows to the height of about three, or four feet before it blows, and without queſtion, has 
no rival but Strelitzea Regina in the hothouſe, where its brilliancy, tends in ſome degree, to diſpel 
the gloom of winter, for at leaſt three months. It increaſes itſelf by ſuckers, which are thrown up in 
abundance from a vigorous plant; may be taken off at any time, and will arrive at a flowering ſize 
in twelve months; if planted in rich earth, and kept growing in pine heat, or on a ſtrong hotbed.

ALTHOUGH, we have given to this ſpecies of Malpighia, the ſpecific name under which it has been 
introduced; yet, there is much doubt, whether it is not the Verbaſcifolium of Linnæus; or indeed if 


they are not both the ſame plant, named from different ſpecimens. 


Our ſpecies makes a very hand- 


ſome hothouſe plant, growing to the height of five, or fix feet, before it flowers. It is a native of 
Jamaica, and moſt of the adjacent iſlands, and was introduced by Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy about 
the year 1792. From the extreme tenderneſs of the young leaves, and ſhoots, it muſt be kept in a 
ſtrong growing pine heat during the winter months; otherwiſe, they are ſubject to damp off. It is 
raiſed by cuttings, and ſeems to delight in a rich ſoil, The figure was made from a ſpecimen com- 
municated by the Right Hon. Lord Viſcount Courtenay, in whoſe moſt ſuperb collection at Powderham 
Caſtle, near Exeter, it flowered, for the firſt time in England, in the month of September 1798.

Taz eſſential diſtinguiſhing character, in Paſſerina, Gnidia, Struthiola, and Lachnæa, muſt certainly 
be confidered as amongſt the ſlighteſt generic diviſions made by Linnæus. It is no ſmall difficulty to 
diſtinguiſh the bloſſom in Gnidia, and Lachnæa, from the empalement in Paſſerina, and Struthiola; 
the ſame exact natural ſtructure being alike in them all; and to us, appear noticeable in their ſmall 
variations, rather as forming ſpecific, than generic diſtinctions. As our plan is not to alter, upon any 
terms, what has been determinately ſettled by that great maſter in the arcana of nature, let our opi- 
nions be what they will; we are determined to prevent confuſion (which has been but little attended 
to of late), to give it only as ſuch, without preſuming upon alteration. But as in the preſent in- 
ſtance, when a plant long named, but otherwiſe unknown to cultivators, has unfortunately been 
foiſted from its rank by another, no ways anſwering to the characters of the deſcriber; we ſhall con- 
fider it as our particular province to rectify the miſtake, however generally the error may have ob- 
tained.—The Gnidia pinifolia is a native of the Cape of Good Hope, the ſeeds having been received 
from thence in 1795, by Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy, Hammerſmith, at whoſe nurſery it has flowered, 
for the firſt time in England, in the month of February this year, and where the drawing was taken. 
It is a hardy greenhouſe plant, but is propagated with difficulty by cuttings; growing to the height 
of eighteen inches, being moſt exquiſitely ſcented by night, continuing in flower at leaſt three months, 
and thriving beſt in a light peat ſoil.

Tais ſpecies of Aletris was introduced to us, from the Cape of Good Hope, about the year 1789; it 
is a hardy plant, requiring the ſame management as Aletris Capenſis, that is, to be kept in a dry part 
of the greenhouſe; although the plant ſhould be frequently watered when in bloom, as ſhould moſtly 
all plants, notwithſtanding (as in the preſent inſtance is the caſe) their flowering in the winter 
months. This caution we have thought neceſſary, as it is a general rule with gardeners during that 
ſeaſon, to put as little moiſture as poſſible to their plants, whether in flower or not, to avoid damps. 
The little difficulty in propagating this handſome ſpecies of Aletris, will render it ſoon common; the 
roots grow nearly horizontally, and from their joints numberleſs young plants are produced; which 
character we were deſirous of expreſſing in the figure, as from thence we have taken our trivial name; 
but from the ſize of the work, it was found impracticable. The drawing was made in December 
1798, from a plant then in flower, at the Hammerſmith nurſery : we are nevertheleſs informed, that 
from being planted in a light, rich ſoil, it may be made to grow to the height of three feet; with a 
ſpike of flowers, one fourth the length of the flower-ſtem.

Tunis elegant new ſpecies of Zinnia, is deſcribed and figured by J. A. Cavanilles, in his firſt volume 
of Spaniſh plants; where he ſays, it is a native of Mexico, South America, and was tranſmitted from 
thence to the royal gardens, where it perfected its ſeeds, In the year 1796, the Marchioneſs of Bute 
received it amongſt many other curious ſeeds, from Madrid, through the medium of Profeſſor Ortega. 
Being rather a tender annual, it ſhould be ſown in March, on a gentle hotbed; and tranſplanted into 
the open borders the beginning of May. The plant grows to the height of three feet or more, and 
makes in the months of Auguſt and September, a very conſiderable addition to the ſplendor of the 
flower garden, The ſeeds ripen freely, though the flower ſhould be plucked before it appears 


decayed.

Tuxnx are few ſpecies of this genus but furniſh beautiful flowers; this is certainly among the moſt 
handſome, from the ſoftneſs of its colour, and the regularity of the ſpike : what adds confiderably to 
its merit, is, that the bloſſoms remain a conſiderable time before they fall, which unfortunately, is 
ſeldom the caſe with the flowers of this genus. It was received from the Cape of Good Hope in 
bulbs, ſent by J. Pringle, Eſq. of Madeira, in 1794, to Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy of Hammerſmith; 
the drawing was made in the month of June 1797 at their nurſery. Not being eaſily injured by damp, 
there is no neceſſity for removing it from its pot, as is neceſſary for moſt bulbs, but to increaſe it;

Tuis is the only ſpecies yet in our gardens, of a moſt beautiful new genus of plants, natives of New 
South Wales; firſt named, deſcribed, and with three other ſpecies, figured in the Tracts relating to 
Natural Hiſtory by Dr. F. E. Smith, F. R. S. P. L. S. Sc. Thus eternizing the name of an efteemed 
and faithful ſervant, who by his ardour in botanical purſuits, had merited the honour; rejecting the 
uſual conſiderations, riches, or learning, does the Dr. no leſs credit as a man, for the kindneſs of 
his heart, than what his diſtinguiſhed talents have gained him, by placing him in the firſt botanical 
ſeat in this kingdom. In the ſhort hiſtory of the unfortunate end of Borone, the Dr. informs us, 
he had refigned him to Dr. Sibthorpe, as a moſt fit perſon to attend him in his laſt journey through 
Greece; where, at Athens, he met his death, by an accidental fall from a balcony: the Dr. did not 
long ſurvive him. 

The Boronia pinnata has much of the aromatic flavour of Dioſma in its leaves and ſtem; the 
flowers, which appear about February, and continue till May, have the ſcent of the Hawthorn flower; 
it grows to a ſhrub of the height of eighteen inches, is propagated with difficulty by cuttings, and 
has not hitherto perfected its ſeeds in this country; requiring a dry ſituation in the greenhouſe, and 
flouriſhes moſt in light ſandygpeat. The figure was taken from a plant which flowered laſt year, in 
the nurſery of Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy, Hammerſmith, where it was raiſed from ſeeds in 1794.

Tais Ixia is of a very delicate nature, the root being ſubje& to rot ſoon after the flower decays, if 
not then removed from its pot, and dried; the flowers expand about four o'clock in the afternoon, 
and are fo extremely fragrant that they are ſmelt at a confiderable diſtance. For this plant, our 
gardens are indebted to the Dowager Lady De Clifford, who received the bulbs from the Cape of 
Good Hope in the year 1794.

PRRHArs amongſt plants, there is no genus exhibits ſuch varied and numerous ſpecies as Geranium; 
no one, in which the ſpecies are ſo allied in natural character, or ſo unfavourable to the ſexual ſyſtem, 
if ſome deviation from general rules was not allowed: the founder thought ſuch licence neceſſary, 
and we implicitly follow him. Thus far we have thought proper to extenuate in the preſent inſtance; 
for ſhould we follow Monſ. L'Heritier, (as moſt of the modern correQors of Linnzus have done,) a 
new genus muſt inevitably be formed for this plant. Upon a cloſe examination of the flowers, from 
a dozen different plants, invariably, only ſeven threads were found; two only with tips, and thoſe 
placed immediately behind the ſhaft, whoſe ſammits were but four. This Geranium is rather tender, 
and requires a dry-ſtove heat to make it flower, which it will readily do with fuch aſſiſtance, in April; 
about the beginning of which month, this year, a drawing was made from a plant in the collection of 
Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy. The roots or bulbs of this plant were firſt received in England by Thomas 


Johnes, Eſq. in the year 1794, in whoſe magnificent conſervatory at Havod they flowered the next

Tuis ſpecies of Gladiolus has been deſcribed by Thunberg, and from him by Linnæus, in his Suppl. 
Plant. p. 95, under the ſpecific name it here bears. It is a little ſtraining on the genus to introduce 
this ſpecies into it; as it is deficient in moſt of the eſſential characters; having a bloſſom without a 
tube, and the petals equal. From the Kew Catalogue we learn it was introduced in the year 1787, 
by Mr. F. Maſſon, to the royal gardens; is there ſaid to flower moſt part of the year: a plant of ſuch 
character is moſt defirable, but unfortunately we have never ſeen it in bloſſom but at the uſual ſeaſon 
for the flowers of this tribe; that is, from April till June. The capſules of this plant bear a ſtrong 
reſemblance to thoſe of the Euonymus: generally perfecting their ſeeds. It is a very hardy bulb, blows 
early, and may be kept in a pit protected from the froſt.

little villa, Brompton, from ſeeds, ſent to her ladyſhip from Spain by Dr. Ortega. It is a native of 


Mexico, North America, and will live through our winters with the protection of a greenhouſe, to 
which it forms a beautiful ornament as a creeper; flowering from May till September, but does not

Tuis new ſpecies of Pæony is a native of Mongol Tartary, and the parts adjacent; of courſe, is ſuſhi. 
ciently hardy to endure our ſevereſt winters. It has been deſcribed by Gmelin, in his Flora Sibirica; 
and figured by Dr. Pallas, in his Flora Roſſica, under the ſpecific title it here bears. J. Bell, Eſq. of 
Iſleworth, procured ſome plants of it from St. Peterſburg, about the year 1791; where it had been 


introduced by Dr. Pallas ſome time before, when on his travels through Tartary. 


It forms a hand- 


ſome, upright growing, herbaceous plant; the flowers ſtanding much above the foliage, are much 
handſomer before they are expanded, than when fully ſo; as the under part of the petals are tinged 
with red, which contraſted with the purity of the white of the other parts, renders them at that period 


extremely beautiful, 


The figure was taken at the nurſery of Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy, this year, in 
the month of June, during which month it is in perfection. 


Like the reſt of the Pæonies, it is eaſily 


propagated by the root; requiring little attention in its cultivation, as it will live in almoſt any ſoil

Groxov1vs, in his arrangement of the plants diſcovered by Mr. J. Clayton in Virginia, P. i, page 185, 
has deſcribed this plant; and Linnæus after him, in his ſecond edition of the Species Plantarum, 
page 1341, has it likewiſe, but thought it only a large variety of a ſpecies found in marſhy grounds 
in Sweden; however that may be, it is perfectly new to Britain, as a plant in our gardens. This 
ſpecies of Ophrys ſeems much more eaſy to preſerve than moſt of its congeners, as, fince its intro- 
duction, the bulbs ſeem to acquire additional fize, and the ſpikes of flowers to grow larger each year. 
Our drawing was taken from a plant in the extenſive collection of the Right Hon. the Marquis of 
Blandford, Bill-hill, Berkſhire, in the year 1797, about the beginning of the month of July; having 
been ſent the preceding year from Philadelphia, by J. Lyons, gardener to William Hamilton, Eſq. of 
that State. It is a hardy plant, and will thrive in a ſheltered border, if planted in light earth, and 


kept moiſt; is propagated but ſlowly by the root, which ſeems the only method; as the ſeeds are too 
ſmall of all this natural order to raiſe them by that means.

Tuis ſpecies of Gladiolus has been long known in herbariums, as it is very common about Table 
mountain, at the Cape of Good Hope; Jacquin, Thunberg, Gmelin, Welldenow, &c. have it under the 
tribe of Ixia, with the ſpecific names of Scillaris, Fabricii, &c. but notwithſtanding, we have no 
hefitation in placing it under its true genus Gladiolus. The upright character of the chives, their 
inſertion into the tube of the bloſſom, and not at the mouth, the difference in the ſhape of the petals, 
the ſituation of the ſummits behind the chives, &c. leave no room for doubt where its ſtation ſhould 
be. Although plentiful at the Cape, it has not been long an inhabitant of this clime; having flowered 
for the firſt time in the year 1797, at Bulſtrode, the ſeat of his Grace the Duke of Portland. What 
contributes much to the value of this plant is, that it continues in flower at leaſt two months, from 
the beginning of June till the end of July; propagates itſelf abundantly by the roots, which are not 


ſubject to rot, though not removed from the pots in which they have flowered. Thrives in peat earth.

Tunis pretty ſpecies of Geranium, from the Cape of Good Hope, is one of thoſe having ſeven fertile 
tips; therefore a Pelargonium of Monſ.

- In the ſecond volume of the Linnæan Tranſactions, Dr. Smith enumerates ten ſpecies of the genus 


Goodenia; this ſpecies makes an addition to the number. The oval-leaved Goodenia is a half woody 
plant, making long willow-like branches, which moſtly decay in the winter, though a great part of 
the plant remains; it is a hardy greenhouſe plant, requiring little trouble either to keep or propagate; 
the latter of which is done by cuttings. About the year 1793, a parcel of ſeeds was received by Meſſrs. 
Lee and Kennedy, ſent to them by Colonel Paterſon from Port Jackſon, New Holland; amongſt them, 
the ſeeds of this plant; it nevertheleſs did not flower till the year 1798, about the month of June. 
It is certainly a defirable plant, never failing to flower from June till September, if kept growing in 
vigour, which it will ſurely do if planted in light peat earth,

Or all the plants yet introduced from New Holland, that have hitherto flowered with us, this un- 
queſtionably takes the lead for beauty, confidering the plant altogether. It is a hardy greenhouſe 
plant, growing to the height of fix or eight feet before it flowers; when the bloſſoms break from the 
ends of almoſt every branch. The ſeeds of this plant were among the firft which arrived from Botany 
Bay, in the year 1788; when two varieties of it were raiſed by Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy, at their 
nurſery, who were fortunate enough to procure all the ſeeds which came home that ſeaſon. This 
fine genus has received its title, (under the ſanction of Dr. Smith, ſee the Linn. Tranſ. page 214, 
vol. 3.) from Aylmer Bourke Lambert, Eſq. fellow of the Royal and Linnzan Societies; a gentleman 
whoſe zeal for the advancement of the ſcience is unbounded, and whoſe labours to that end, as well 
as his endeavours to render botany of univerſal benefit, by combining the uſeful with the pleaſing; 
(witneſs his work on the Cinchonas, or Jeſuits' Barks) do bim the greateſt credit. Our drawing was 
made from a plant which flowered for the firſt time in this kingdom, in the collection of J. Robertſon, 
Eſq. of Stockwell, Surry, in July 1798. It is without difficulty raiſed by cuttings, and thrives in 
peat earth. :

Tux flowers of this ſpecies of Gnidia, like moſt plants of this natural order, are fragrant, which in- 
creaſes much towards night. It is one of thoſe delicate Cape plants requiring a dry ſtove, or an airy 
warm fituation in the greenhouſe; where it continues to flower through the months of April and 
May, and frequently will bloſſom a ſecond time in September and October. It is eaſily propagated by 
cuttings; delighting moſt in peat earth, and ſeldom grows more than a foot high. Our drawing was 
made, (by his kind permiſſion) at the beautiful and unique conſervatory of R. James, Eſq. Groſvenor- 
place, from a plant in his valuable and ſelect collection, in May this year. 

Unfortunately the G. Simplex having been introduced to our gardens before the G. Pinifolia, (ſee 
our figure, Pl. LII.) it was found in moſt collections under that title; but we have no heſitation in 
placing this plant under the ſpecific name given it by Linnzus, in his Mantifla Plantarum of 1767, 
page 67; where, to the uſual ſpecific character, he has ſuperadded an accurate deſcription of it.

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DousTs have been entertained, among ſome botaniſts, whether this plant is the Clematis viorna of 
Linnæus, as given by him, with various ſynonims, in his Sp. Plan. By collating the different ſpecific 
characters from the ſynonims adopted by him, we have no heſitation in our deciſion. Being a native 
of Virginia and Carolina, it is not ſo hardy as ſome others from the northern parts of Europe or 
America; but, nevertheleſs, is not killed by our winters, as it is herbaceous, and not making its ſhoots 
till late. In a warm fituation againſt a wall or trellis, it will begin to bloſſom in July, and continue 
to flower till deſtroyed by the froſt. ' As yet it is rather ſcarce in our gardens, being but of a late 
introduction, though long known by deſcription. Our figure was taken at the Hammerſmith nurſery, 
where it is in high perfection, being planted in a mixture of loam and peat earth: it is moſt readily 
increaſed, by parting the roots in ſpring; as the ſeeds ſeldoin come to maturity in this climate.

Tur Styphelias conſtitute a very extended tribe of plants, indigenous only to New Holland; we are 
indebted to the pupil of Linnaeus, the celebrated Dr. Solander, for this generic title, which, (as Dr. 
Smith bas fairly obſerved) is expreſſive of the habit of this whole genus, having its origin in orvgeacs, 
harſh, or bard; a character which ſeems invariable in every ſpecies that has come under our notice. 
The S. tubiflora, although ſet off by Dr. Smith, in his fourth number of New Holland Botany, with ſo 
much grace, muſt, (and we have no doubt of his concurrence) give place to S. triflora, which un- 
doubtedly claims the palm from all its congeners hitherto diſcovered. The only ſpecimen alive or 
dead, and from which our figure was taken, of this plant, which has come to our knowledge, is to be 
found in the extenſive collection of G. Hibbert, Eſq. Clapham-common; from whoſe exertions the 
exotic collections of this kingdom, are likely to acquire ſuch confiderable additions. 

The S. triflora was raiſed from ſeed at Clapham in 1796, but did not flower till this year, in the 
month of June, continuing in bloſſom through July, and part of Auguſt. It grows to the height of 
near three feet, branching but little; the whole ſtem being hid by the leaves. Mr. Allen the gardener, 
to whoſe kind communications we are much indebted, informs us he has kept it in peat earth, and 
that he thinks it is to be raiſed by cuttings.
